AWARD 

1. The Central .Government, Ministry of Labour, 
vide its notification no. L-41012i59|87-D.Il(B) dated 
30-5-88 has referred the following dispute for adjudi¬ 
cation to this Tribunal: 

Whether the action of the management of DRM, 
Northern Railway, Allahabad in terminating 
Shri Ram Lai from service with effect 
from 18-1-83 is legal and justified 7 If not, 
to what relief and from what, he is entitled 
to 7 , 

2. Ihe Industrial Dispute on behalf of the work¬ 
man Shri Ram Lai has been raised by Uttar Rail- 
wav Karamchari Union (hereinafter referred to as 
Union for bravity). 

3. Ihe admitted facts are that the workman who 
was posted as Safaiwala at Samho Railway Station, 
was served with a major penalty chargesheet dated 
24-8-S2. He stood charged on the following two 
grounds— 

Article No. 1 :—Shri Rani Lai while functioning 
as A Safaiwala failed to maintain absolute integrity 
and devotion to duty and he remained on unautho¬ 
rized absence fiom duty for ihe period lrom 27 6-K2 
to 6-8-82. 


Article No. 2 :—For leaving station withuot permis¬ 
sion lor CNB. Shri R. S. Sing Uhauhan T.l. was ap- 
pointeu nnquiry umcer. l lie enquiry proceeded expaite 
against the workman and exparte inquiry report was 
given r>y the E.O. holding the charges as proved on 
ii-1-8... The DTS Tundla, who was the Disciplinary 
Autnonty accepted ns nnumgs and awarded the pum- 
stimcnt ol removal from service to the woikman. The 
workman held an appeal also hied an application lor 
review of the order ol punishment but without any 
success. 

4. The Union’s case in shot! is that ihe workman 
joined tne services or the railway on 28-11-58. In 
.vlaicii 1982 he was posted as Safaiwala at Sumho 
Kly. Station. The Union has challenged the order oi 
punishment on a number of grounds. According 10 tne 
Union, the chargesheet was ambiguous and vague, it 
did not disclose the name of the station nor copies 
ot documents to be rched upon in support ol the cnarges 
were given to the workman'. Copy ol findings given 
by the E.O. were also not given to the workman, the 
Appellate Authority did not give him any personal 
hearing. The Additional D.R.Pvi. who heard ins review 
petition was not the competent authority to decide his 
teview petition. The order ol removal from service 
amounted to retrenchment but while ordering his re¬ 
trenchment no compliance was made of the provisions 
ot section 25F I. D. Act. The punishment awarded 
was highly disproportionate. The workman had sub¬ 
mitted a valid certificate regarding the illness ot his 
wile and during his 25 years long service lie had 
never been awaroed any punishment, fhe Union, has, 
therefore, prayed that after setting aside the order of 
punishment, the workman be reinstated in service with 
tuff back wages and all consequential beuefits. 

5. In defence, the management plead that the in¬ 
quiry proceedings were legal and were completed after 
observing all formalities. The workman was allowed 
lull opportunity to defend himself before the disci¬ 
plinary authority. The management depy that the ser¬ 
vices of the workman was lUegaly terminated the 
disciplinary authority. The fact of the case did not 
attract the provisions of sec. 25F l.D. Act. The charge- 
sheet was not vague. Even the other grounds on which 
the order of punishment has* been challenged by the 
Union have no force. Lastly, it is pleaded by the 
management that the Tribunal has no jurisdiction to 
sit in revision or-appeal over the final orders passed 
hy the Disciplinary Authority. 

6. In support of its case, the Union has examined 
the workman and as relied upon documents filed by 
the workman with his affidavit. On the other hand, 
the nmnageme-* have examined Shri Anand Kumar 
Head Clerk D.R M Offce, Allahabad. 

7. During the course of his submission, it has been 
urged by Shri Bhupendra Singh, the auth. representa¬ 
tive tor the workman that although from thte evidence 
on record it is amply proved that the departmental 
proceedings were not concluded fairly and properly 
and tliaj the exparte report given by the E.O. and 
ucceptcd by the disciplinary authority and appellate 
authority and even by the reviewing authority, is not 
based on ovidence, he will argue the case only on the 
quantum of sentence in order to save the time of (he 
Tribunal as in the eyent of the tribunal holding that 
the inquiry was not conducted fairly and properly 
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and that the exparte finding is not based on evidence, 
the tribunal may permit the management to lead evi¬ 
dence to prove the charges which may take another 
2-3 years time. If it is so done, the workman who is 
already out of service for the past 7-8 years might be 
completely ruined. His past record of service is good, 
he was never awarded upy punishment prior to it. He 
left the station of his posting with the prior permission 
ol the Station Master Samho on hearing the illness of 
his wife. This v’ll .stand proved from annexure ‘g’ to 
workman’s affidavit which is the copy of the applica¬ 
tion dt. 26-6-82 given by the workman bearing the 
order of the Station Master Samho. In his said appli¬ 
cation he has written that since the condition of his 
wife is very bad, he should be permitted to go to 
Kanpur so that he could look after her properly. The 
order thaL was passed by Station Master was — 

AAGYA DI JAT1 HA1 

There is no evidence in rebuLtul from the side of the 
maiilagmcnt. In the background of these circumstances, 
the Tribunal should interfire with the order of punish¬ 
ment passed by the Disciplinary Authority in exercise of 
its powers under sec. 11-A I.D. Act. The Tribunal 
should held the punishment as highly dispropor¬ 
tionate of the charges framed against the workman 
and order his reinstatement and award him such 
punishment as it deems just in the circumstances of 
the case. 

8. From the other side Shri S.C. Dubcy, autli. re¬ 
presentative for the management has argued that 
there is no force in any of the points raised by 
Shri Bhupender Singh. The inquiry was conducted 
by the E.O. fairly and properly in accordance with 
the principles of natural justice. The findings given 
by the E.O, and accepted by the Disciplinary Autho¬ 
rity and also by the Appellate Authority etc. cannot 
be.said as based,on no evidence. It is wrong to 

- suggest that the .past record of service of tire work¬ 
man is good. He did leave the station for Kanpur 
without permission. The punishment awarded is 
quite just and proper md it docs not call for any 
interference at the hands of the Tribunal in exercise 
of its power ids 11-A of the Act, 

9. After hearing the two sides I fin'd a good deaf 
of forco in the submissions made by Shri Bhupendra 
Singh. With his affidavit the workman has filed the 
copy of Major Penalty Chargesheet dt. 24-8-82 c cr- 
ved on him, Annexure 3 to the chargesheet refers to 
the evidence which would be relied upon by the 
management in support of the twq charges. In support 
of charge No. 1 it is stated that the -management 
would reolv on the letter no, nil dt. 6-8-83 of the 
Station Master Samho and on charge no. 2, the 
manapemnt would rely upon letter no, 3'Transfer)82 
dt. 14-8-82 of the Station Master Samho. It further 
appears from annexure 3 that on charge no. 1 the 
management was also reiving on' the statement of 
Station Master Samho. There is nothing to show that 
the copies of the above mentioned two letters wher¬ 
ever supplied bv the dNciplinnrv authority to the work¬ 
man With the chgoiesheet. There is also no evidence 
from the Ale of the imnaament to show that these 
corvies were furnished h\ the l" O to the workman 
during the induin' proceedings. Thus it siands proved 
that the copvs of the documents to he relied upon hv 


the management in support of the two charges were 
not furnished to the workman. 

10. Next I come to the inquiry report. The copy 
of inquiry report dt, 8-1-83 was also filed by the 
management on the date of argument. It shows that 
tho charges were taken as proved against the work¬ 
man and that the workman was called upon to dis¬ 
prove the charges. There is nothing to show that the 
Station Master was examined in support of the 
charges. Even there iis no reference of the two letters 
of the Station Master Samho referred to Annexure 3 
to the chargesheet. From Annexure 2 to the charge- 
sheet it appears that after leaving station without per¬ 
mission for Kanpur tire workman submitted an irre¬ 
gular PMC in support of sickness of his wife from 
a private doctor on 3-8-82. We have seen above that 
from annexure ‘g’ to the affidavit of the workman it is 
found that the workman left station of his posting on 
hearing about the illness of his wife with the prior 
permission of the Station 1 Master Samho and that 
there is' no evidence in rebuttal from the side of the 
management. There is no discussion in the inquiry 
report as to how and under what rule of Railway, 
the medical certificate furnished by the workman was 
irregular or why the medical certificate so furnished 
by the workman deserved to be discarded. Thus the 
finding given by the E.O, and accepted by the disci- 
pliniary authority and other higher authorities cannot 
he said as based on 1 any evidence worth consideration. 
It appears that neither the E.O. nor the disciplinary 
authority n'or even appellae authority care to read 
the Railway Servants (Discipline Sc Appeal) Rules 
1968. In this comfction it would be sufficient if re¬ 
ference is made to Rule 10(1) and (II) of the said 
Rules. Rule 10(1) lays down that if the disciplinary 
authority is of the opinion that for examination of 
any of the witness is necessary in the interest of 
justice it may recall the witness and may impose on 
the railway' servant such .penalty as is within its com¬ 
petence in accordance with the rule. Rule 10(TI) 
lays down that the disciplinary authority may. for 
reason's to be recorded by it in writing, remand the 
case to the inquiring authority for further inquiry 
and report and the inquiring authority shall there¬ 
upon proceed to hold further inquiry according to 
Rule 9. Thus in' the present case on finding that 
while giving expartc findings, the E.O. had not taken 
into consideration any evidence in support of the 
charges, tho disciplinary authority could have re¬ 
ferred the matter to the inquiry officer over again 
for taking down evidence of the witness and 
considering other material documentary evidence. 

11. Annexure E to the affidavit of the workman 
is the copv of order of punishment dt. 10-1-1983. 
passed Try DTS Tundla. He did not care to touch 
the evidence. He simnly relied unon the inquiry re¬ 
port aiven bv the E.O. with his eye^ shut. I may 
state here that the conies of order of the appidlatc 
authority and reviewing authority have not been 
filed bv chher side. 

IT In ttw nresent cas\ the copv of inauirv report 
fine heen filed to show that the workman deliberately 
.avoided to participate in the incmirv. The same thin'? 
1ms been attempted to he shown from llw affidavit 
of the management witness and with his affidavit lias 
filed some documents which are copies of letters and 
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ttkgtun f n show that attempts were made to give 
information of the dates fixed m the inquiry to the 
workman. May it he so, hut as has been found by 
me above it cannot he held that the inquiry was 
conducted fairly and properly in accordance with 
the pi inciplcs of natural justice an'd that the expartc 
report given by the E O an'd accepted by the disci¬ 
plinary authority and other higher authorities is 
perverse being not based on evidence. The lesult 
therefore would have been of setting aside the 
order of punishment and giving an opportunity to 
the management to lead evidence to prove charges. 

j 3. We have seen above that the workman left 
Railway Station Samho on hearing the illness of his 
wife with the permission of the Station Master 
Samho. There is no evidence from the s : de of the 
management to prove that the past record of the 
workman is bad. In arm moire 2 to the ehargesheet 
it was stated bv the disciplinary authority that the 
past record of the workman showed that he was 
habitual offender of absence from dutv. No such 
record has been produced by the management before 
the Tribunal. Therefore, the only two things re¬ 
mains against the workman— 

One is that he was on unaulhorise absence from 
27-6-82 to 3-8-82 and the second is that 
the medical certificate of the sickness of 
his wife produced bv the workman of a 
private doctor was irregular. 

Firstly it will not be just and proper to reorder in¬ 
quiry after 7 or 8 yems and secondly evert if these 
two charges are ultimately held as proved they are 
not sufficient to warrant the punishment of removal 
from service, 1 must say thar Sb. Bhupender Sinch, 
the authorised representative for the workman has 
shown, while arguing 'his case, a lot of maturity and 
wisdom on his part and has rightly submitted that 
the punishment awarded by the management should 
be substituted by such punishment as may be deemed 
just and proper by the Tribunal in the circumstances 
of the case. 

14. At the very outset 1 may state here that the 
workman has already under gone a lot of suffering 
and mental torture out of seivice for such a consi¬ 
derable time of 7 or 8 years during these hard days 
and f o my mind at the most the punishment of stop¬ 
page of one annual graded increment with c.nn- 
niulative effect will meet the ends of justice. 

15. Hence, it is held that the action of the 
management in awarding the punishment of removal 
from service to the concerned workman Shri Ram 
Lai w e f. 18-1-1983 is totally unjustified. Ill 
exerche of the powers under sec. 11 A of the Act, 
looking to the above facts and circumstances, the 
punishment of removal is substituted by stoppage of 
one annual eraded increment with cummulative 
effect, fthe annual increment which would have 
fallen due in 1983>. The workman w'll be reinstated 
in se” ice with full back wages and nil consequential 
benefi's. 

16 Reference is answered accordingly.
